PROPERTY  REPAIRS. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  materials 
has  been  most  difficult  and  correspondence  with  the  Ministries 
in  control  of  such  matters  has  had  little  or  no  effect,  property 
in  urgent  need  of  repair  has  had  to  wait  months  for  essential 
goods  with  deterioration  of  the  structure  expanding  and  dis- 
comfort to  the  occupants  extending  over  long  periods.  The 
prolonged  period  of  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  dwellings 
coupled  with  the  overcrowded  condition  of  many  of  them  is 
causing  grave  concern. 

SHOPS  ACT. 

A survey  of  the  shops  in  the  area  was  carried  out  when 
many  changes  and  some  deficiences  were  found,  considering 
all  the  difficulties  and  shortages  during  the  war  years  and 
post-war  period  the  shops  were  found  to  be  in  a reasonably 
satisfactory  condition. 

FLOODING. 

The  heavy  and  persistent  rains  throughout  the  year 
have  caused  anxiety  on  quite  a few  occasions  but,  fortunately, 
the  area  has  not  suffered  from  river  flooding.  The  problem 
has  been  to  drain  away  local  water  from  the  lowest  part  of 
the  district  quick  enough  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  houses, 
some  streets  were  flooded  to  some  extent  but  very  few  houses 
were  actually  affected.  Remedial  works  to  solve  this  problem 
are  being  studied. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  five  were  of 
doubtful  organic  purity.  Twenty-four  samples  were  taken 
for  bacterial  test  and  five  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
including  four  of  the  five  mentioned  previously.  Action  was 
taken  to  procure  pure  and  wholesome  supplies  and  one  farm 
and  one  house  were  connected  to  the  public  supply,  the  other 
work  is  in  hand.  One  other  house  was  connected  to  the 
public  supply.  There  are  now  one  farm  and  seven  houses 
on  shallow  wells,  four  farms  on  deep  wells  and  two  houses 
receive  water  from  the  public  supply  by  rail. 

PRIVIES  AND  PAIL  CLOSETS. 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewer  are  now  con- 
nected. There  are  thirteen  privies  and  twenty-two  pail  closets 
remaining. 

LICENSED  PREMIS1ES  AND  CLUBS. 

During  an  inspection  of  a working  men’s  club  I was 
struck  by  the  inadequacy  and  filthy  condition  of  the  sanitary 
arrangements  so  I decided  that  an  inspection  of  all  such 
premises  was  necessary.  This  was  carried  out  at  the  first 
opportunity  and  seven  licensed  houses  and  ten  clubs  were 
visited. 

The  licensed  premises  had  ample  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion, five  of  which  were  very  clean  and  two  were  not  quite 
satisfactory.  Of  the  clubs,  six  had  ample  accommodation 
and  were  satisfactory,  two  were  in  need  of  some  improvements 
but  were  otherwise  satisfactory.  In  one,  reconstruction  of 
the  sanitary  accommodation  was  being  carried  out  and  in  the 
remaining  one  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  so  dilapidated 
that  the  owners  were  notified  immediately  and  the  work  was 
put  on  hand  at  once.  These  premises  will  be  kept  under 
observation  in  future. 

CLEANSING  OF  DRAINS. 

The  arrangements  made  in  1942  for  cleansing  drains 
still  continue  and  are  working  satisfactorily  and  such  nuisances 
have  been  rapidly  abated. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

Bugs  - Nine  houses  were  treated  for  bugs,  five  were 
Council  houses  and  four  were  privately  owned. 

Fleas.  - Two  places  were  treated. 

Crickets,  etc.  - Six  houses  were  treated. 

Ants.  - Five  houses  were  treated. 

Moths.  - Some  buses  from  oveseas  service  were 
treated. 
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During  the  year  two  very  good  insecticides,  D.D.T. 
and  Gammexane,  were  brought  into  use  for  the  extermination 
of  insect  vermin  and  the  results  have  been  most  gratifying. 
In  the  treatment  for  bugs  the  work  of  stripping  woodwork 
etc.,  has  been  cut  out  and  the  average  cost  for  comparable 
work  reduced  from  £6/15/-  to  £2  per  house,  with  equally  good 
results.  The  most  stubborn  and  resistant  insect  - the  ant  - 
to  all  previous  treatment,  both  liquid  and  powder,  has  been 
eradicated  both  by  liquid  and  powder  forms  of  D.D.T.  and 
houses  which  have  been  infested  for  years  are  now  clear.  In 
the  treatment  of  crickets  on  the  tips  very  good  results  have 
been  obtained  by  the  use  gammexane,  whole  areas  being  clear- 
ed by  one  treatment.  Where  stables  and  cowsheds  have 
been  properly  sprayed  with  liquid  D.D.T.  the  fly  nuisance  has 
been  very  much  reduced  and  a great  measure  of  comfort 
has  been  obtained  for  the  cattle,  also,  the  same  treatment  in 
food  producing  places  has  had  excellent  results. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

This  work  has  been  followed  up  energetically  and  many 
places  have  been  treated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  system 
with  great  success,  all  the  sites  which  are  subject  to  rat 
infestation  are  well-known  and  are  regularly  inspected,  and, 
if  necessary,  treated.  Rat-proofing  was  carried  out  in  two 
premises  after  treatment.  The  following  details  summarize

SMOKE  OBSERVATION. 

No  observations  were  taken  during  the  year. 

BURNING  COLLIERY  TIP. 

There  is  one  large  colliery  which  operates  in  the  Bentley 
area  ; during  the  war  the  refuse  heap  became  ignited  and  this 
has  been  attributed  to  the  change  from  the  wet  to  the  dry 
method  of  treating  the  refuse.  The  management  was  ap- 
proached and  work  was  put  in  hand  to  eliminate  the  fire  by 
water  treatment.  Whilst  this  method  may  have  reduced 
the  amount  of  fire  it  is  by  no  means  a cure  and  there  is  yet  an 
appreciable  amount  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  the  burning  tip. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  five  sites  occupied  by  moveable  dwellings, 
all  of  which  are  licensed  and  comply  with  the  byelaws. 
Itinerant  hawkers  used  unlicensed  sites  and  country  lanes  for 
a few  weeks  whilst  working  the  area.

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ICE  CREAM. 

There  are  two  producers  of  ice  cream  on  a fairly  large 
scale;  and  during  the  first  post-war  survey  of  shops  one  person 
was  found  making  ice  cream  in  his  kitchen  and  freezing  and 
retailing  in  the  shop,  and  four  persons  were  retailing  wrapped 
blocks  of  ice  cream. 

During  the  year  fourteen  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
taken  for  bacterial  test  and  the  details  are  given  below,  follow- 
ing the  report  of  B.  Coli  in  the  samples  from  one  firm  detailed 
inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  to  find  the  possible 
cause  of  contamination.  The  premises  in  question  are  modern, 
very  clean  and  well  managed,  but  certain  steps  were  taken  to 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  contamination  of  the  raw  materials, 
and  the  mix  before  freezing,  with  very  good  results. 

Both  firms  are  awaiting  delivery  of  the  latest  types  of 
equipment  but  the  supply  position  seems  almost  hopeless. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  myself  have  co-operated  in 
this  work  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  two  firms  in  question, 
blood  samples  were  taken  from  all  the  employees  and  submitted 
to  the  Widal  Test  with  negative  results. 

The  application  for  registration  of  his  premises  by  the 
person  making  ice  cream  in  his  kitchen  was  refused  by  the 
Council  on  grounds  covered  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  Sections  13  and  14.

There  is  an  improvement  in  the  number  of  satisfactory 
samples  compared  with  previous  years.  It  has  not  been  poss- 
ible to  devote  the  time  necessary  for  the  observation  of  milking 
routine  especially  at  the  farms  where  unsatisfactory  samples 
are  obtained  and  this  is  essential  if  a better  milk  supply  is  to 
be  assured. 

The  question  of  dirty  churns  and  milk  bottles  has  been 
taken  up  with  two  pasteurising  firms,  both  firms  are  equipped 
with  modern  machinery  for  this  work  and  the  faults  were 
attributed  to  the  human  element.  The  position  was  aggravated 
by  the  use  of  milk  churns  for  boiling  cocoa  etc.,  in  works 
canteens,  and  the  mixing  of  paint  and  other  materials  in  milk 
bottles  at  schools.  The  churns  have  required  special  cleaning 
and  the  majority  of  the  bottles  had  to  be  destroyed.  One 
sample  of  sterilised  milk  was  found  to  be  tuberculous.

HOUSING. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936  - OVERCROWDING. 

Twenty-three  complaints  of  overcrowding  were  con- 
firmed and  17  cases  have  been  relieved  by  rehousing.  There 
are  other  cases  of  overcrowding  which  have  not  been  investi- 
gated. 

HOUSING  ACTS  1925-1936  - CLEARANCE  AREAS. 

Of  the  clearance  areas  put  in  hand  in  1937,  two  houses 
remain  and  one  is  still  occupied.  No  further  work  has  been 
done  in  this  respect  since  the  war  commenced.

No  routine  inspection  of  dwelling  houses  has  been 
carried  out,  but  all  complaints  have  received  immediate 
attention. 
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SQUATTERS. 


During  the  month  of  August  squatters  took  possession 
of  a trainee  miner's  hostel  and  the  number  of  families  rapidly 
rose  to  over  seventy.  This  hostel  is  needed  for  mine  workers 
and  is  not  to  be  released  for  regular  use  by  squatters,  it  is  not 
under  the  control  of  the  local  authority  but  the  Health  Depart- 
ment has  kept  it  under  observation  from  the  health  point  of 
view  and  to  see  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  kept  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  cleanliness. 


WAR-TIME  EMERGENCY  SERVICES. 

GOVERNMENT  EVACUATION  SCHEME. 

There  still  remain  four  unaccompanied  children  who 
have  no  suitable  home  to  which  to  return,  and  two  children 
with  their  parents  who  are  waiting  to  return  to  a new  home.
